ant of jthc Siouan linguistic stock, 
as m canU g ‘allies’—the accepted de­ 
finition of some historians and ,'f 
the 
general 
public— la.-.y l.avc 
to 
change th eir views as to tb r common 
definition, if the investigations and 
researches of Dr. .Melvin Kandolpli 
(iilm ore, curator of the N orth I :¡í ota 
State H istorical Society, .irc to he 
accepted as the last word on t!ie sub­ 
ject. 
Dr. Gilmore, an nuthoritx on the 
m anners and custom s of the various 
Indian nations of the central w est, 
also has dipped much into the lan­ 
guage of these tribes, and now come.s 
forw ard with th e declaration th at 
the Dakota Indian nation word ‘Da­ 
kota’ cannot mean ‘allios,’ since the 
latter word in its pure 
sense 
de­ 
notes a joining together or a con­ 
federation of several distinct peoples 
or nations. The word ’dakota.’ he 
says, refers to the people of one 
nation. N either A n the word ’dakota’ 
mean ‘frif'ndi^^,’ in the ordinary senr.e, 
as some per.4ons have' said, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Gilmore. 
To .'irrivo at the true m eaning of 
the word ‘dakota,’ the curator clahns 
one m ust look to the m ystical meaji- 
ing rath er than to tlie stric t or lit­ 
eral meaning. In his investigations, 
hi' was obliged to reso rt to a fund 
of Imlian poetry and song of sever.il 
Indian nations in order to find whriis 
from which the word ‘dakota’ might 
have been 
associated 
or 
derived. 
This is so because the word, as such, 
umnng the Dakota people in aneieiil 
and to all intents and purposes, ob­ 
solete. At least, it is obsolete to tbc 
extent th a t the generally iifeepted 
m eaning, one tim e known 
to the 
tribe, now is lost to the world.
